Medina County voters re­ 
turned to the polls Saturday, 
J une 3, to defy statewide 
trends in two of the five 
state and district races. T o­ 
ta l votes cast numbered 3895 
for Medina County, more 
than were polled in the 1970 
primary election, and only 
1558 short of the record total 
of this May's primary. 
One statewide trend that 
Medina Countians did agree 
with was that of Dolph Bris­ 
coe over Frances ( Sissy) Far- 
enthold. 
Britcoe polled 2929 
votes in Medina County to 
Farenthold's 940, better than 
a 3-1 margin. 
Robert Calvert, another 
state winner and the incum­ 
bent for Comptroller, won 
handily over James Wilson in 
the County, by a 2439-1184 
count. 
County sentiments were 
even more decisive than 
those district-wide in the 
State Senatorial contest be­ 
tween John Traeger of Seguin 
and Oscar Carrillo of Bena­ 
vides. 
Traeger received only 
a 36. 594-32, 035 victory, 
compared to 2756-991 In the 
County. 


County voters backed two 
losing causes as they gave a 
bare victory to Ralph Yarbor­ 
ough and a solid one to

Local bats given Russian attention 28 years late

Ll today's lilgh-geared 
war of propaganda and coun­ 
ter-propaganda, one never 
knows who is ahead or behind 
when tire United States and 
Russia are compared. 
But a recent story date­ 
lined Moscow will quickly 
bring a yell of "kusria is far 
behind" from Jake Schuehle, 
his family and other local a- 
rea folks who know about the 
bat caves on Schuehte's land 
north of Hondo near Tar play. 
The Moscow story quoted 
Russia's top military newspa­ 


per, Krasnaya Zevezda--Red 
Star--as charging "the Unit­ 
ed States made attempts to 
use bats for setting fire to 
enemy population centers by 
carrying with them small In­ 
cendiary bombs". 


"A special decree by the 
U. S. president allocated $2 
million for this secret weap­ 
on code-named "Bat" the 
article said. 
"Operation 
Bat ended in failure when a 
bat carrying an incendiary 
bomb set fire to a U. S. m il­ 
itary base. " 


The story claimed ail of 
this was planned for use in 
Vietnam, but Jake Schuehle 
will tell you the story Is 28 
years old or older. 


"Our Navy made these 
experiments with bats from 
our caves during World War 
IX. " Jake told me one time 
when we were discussing the 
bat caves as a possible area 
tourist attraction. 
"They caught many bats 
for the experiments, " he said. 
"But, we never did know 
whattheir final decision waa. " 


Actually, the Navy, I am 
told, performed the experi­ 
ments at Hondo Airbase and 
one did get loose and set a 
hangar on fire. 
But not a 
"military field" as the Rus­ 
sians claim . 


Baa, however, were not 
the only secret weapons the 
Russians say the U, S. is 
planning use in a move des­ 
cribed by Red Stat as "the 
ultimate in moral degrada­ 


tion. " 
Others Include: dolphins, 


sea stills and skunks. 


In la article, the Red 
Star charged: "U, S. m ili­ 
tary specialists pin great 
hopes on dolphins. 
Navy ex­ 
perts believe that a dolphin 
carrying explosives can de­ 
tect an enemy submarine and 
then ram it and blow It up. " 


The artic Ie said Pentagon 
animal trainers also have ex ­ 
perimented with sea gulls In 
submarine detection. 
Red Star continued: "It 
Is known that the first con­ 
sign me na of skunks, small 
animals with an evil smell.

tion control and abatement 
programs, and to be respon­ 
sible for the surveillance and 
enhancement of water quality 
problems within their city 
limits.

staff. Cities are required to 
make an Inventory of all 
significant waste dischargers; 
conduct regular monitoring of 
waste discharges, including 
Inspections and sampling;

necessary; and to plan pollu­ 
tion abatemqjit from such 
sources as runoff from streets, 
parking lots and other urban 
facilities. 
"Wnile, generally speak­ 
ing, water pollution control 
still rests with the lute agen­ 
cy, it has long been our ex­ 
perience that laws enforced 
at a local level tend to stay 
enforced, ” said Hugh Yantis, 
TWQB Executive Director. 
"There is a matter of civic 
pride involved, which, in 
sum, speaks well for our 
state, " he emphasized, add­ 
ing that "the Water Quality 
Board stands ready to lend 
assistance to any cities which 
need help in setting up their 
local programs, "

Although sterile fly pro­ 
duction at the Mission Lab 
is running its peak, 200 mil­ 
lion a week, treatment with 
these flies is not enough to 
stop the destructive, flesh- 
eating pest. 
Hanes are dropping I, 600 
flies per square mile in Me­ 
dina County each week. 
Bragg urges all livestock 
producers and owners of oth­ 
er animals to follow these 
precautions: 
1. Carry out all approved 
preventive practices to help 
eliminate screwworms, 
2. Inspect animals regu­ 
larly and carefully and treat 
all wounds whether they are 
wormy or not. 
3. Delay all surgery un­ 
til cool weather this fall. 
Studies show that almost 90 
percent of all worm samples 
come from calf navels and 
man-made wounds. 
4. Spray animals with an 
approved product before ship­ 
ping tire rn. Tills is a pre­ 
ventive measure against 
spreading the infestation. 
5. Be cautious of live­ 
stock shipments coming from 
infested areas. If buying 
such animals, be sure to 
check them thoroughly for 
worm wounds. 
6. Care should be taken 
not to move infested livestock 
across state lines. Infesta­ 
tions resulting from this prac­ 
tice may bring about a quar­ 
antine and the regulated 
movement of livestock. 
7. As soon as a wormy 
wound is found, send a worm 
sample to the Screwworm 
Laboratory, Box 969, Mis­ 
sion, Texas 78572. 
Flies are not available 
from the County Extension 
Office. Flies were distribut­ 
ed in this manner a few 
weeks ago because incle­ 
ment weather had grounded 
planes in Mission. 
"Everyone must cooperate 
lf the screwworm eradica­ 
tion program is to be effec­ 
tive, " emphasizes Bragg. 
"This means farmers, ranch­ 
ers, pet owners, auction 
managers and others who 
work with or own animala. "

W HAT'S A LL THE FUSS ABOUT? 


Most people in the U.S. today have read reams of information 
on the national drug abuse problem The highlights, the big im­ 
pressions, stay with most or us while much of the data winds up 
in our mental closets. 
This is article ai in a series of six “ talks" I wish to have with 
the community on the subject of marijuana. I feel this necessary 
and timely due to recent developments and suggestions being 
made by various national committees and organizations Some of 
these groups were assigned the task of determining the actual true 
facts on whether marijuana should or should not be legalized. 
Recently The National Com m it** on Marijuana and Drug 
Abuse has completed, at least in part, a nation wide survey on 
marijuana 
Suggestions are now coming from this group which 
would ultimately ‘‘decriminalize' the use of this drug. The com­ 
mittee is recommending that the use of the drug be discouraged, 
but should not be a crime in the "privacy of the home 
Government and private researchers have for several years been 
laboring extensively to prove marijuana to have harmful physical 
effects on the bods Thus far this has not been established with 
certainty While scientific study has progressed, the marijuana 
users have been having a ball smoking their ‘grass’ and using it in 
other w ive. laughing at the establishment s efforts And, taking 
their punishments when apprehended 
lf, in fact, it is finally proved, that marijuana has no real and 
lasting ill effects on the physical health of the body, one is prone 
to wonder "what then is all the fuss about now’ " Why should we 
get excited about something that hasn t been proved harmful, as 
yet, and why should we continue to carry the use and abuse of 


this drug on the books as illegal? 
More and more it is beginning to appear that perhaps the ques­ 
tion of legalizing marijuana will eventually come up on the ballot. 
lf this happens every voter is going to have to be ready to make a 
wise decision, lf the matter never comes up for a vote, public 
opinion, even the conversations in small private gatherings, are 
going to have an effect on which way the government turns on this 


issue. 
The purpose of this series of articles, which will extend over the 
next six weeks, is to examine the effects marijuana has on its users 
. . . effects other than physical harm to the user himself. In short, 
I want to share with every person in this community facts they 
should know about the drug, reactions to use, case histories of a 
few users, side-cffects to the user and those around him. 
We have all heard the loud protests of the young, and even 
some older people, that they have been unfairly treated in con 
nection with tte use of marijuana 
that ‘t should noi be a 
crime to use it 
. . that it should be made a matter of personal 
choice All this based on misguided opinion that marijuana is just 
sort of a “ fun thing." I think we in the "establishment 
arc fed 
up with this type of nonsense. However, the only way we can 
change this course is to arm ourselves with facts1 
The courts across the land are heavily burdened with the 
handling of cases involving marijuana. This cost to the taxpayer 
alone is staggering legalizing marijuana would, or course, imme­ 
diately relieve the situation, but what would we be exchanging 
the problem for3 What tither problems would come up which 
could be far mort devastating? Standardize the laws on mari­ 
juana, perhaps even making them less harsh for first offenders . . .
